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BURMA'S  CIGARETTE  OUTPUT 
CONTINUES  DOWNWARD 

Cigarette  output  in  Burma  during  the  first  6  months  of  fiscal  1962 
(October-March)  totaled  593  million  pieces — down  9*5  percent  from  the  655 
million  produced  during  the  same  period  in  fiscal  1961. 

Cigarette  production  during  fiscal  I96I  (October-September)  totaled 
1,209  million  pieces,  compared  with  the  record  high  of  1,360  million  in 
fiscal  i960. 

PARAGUAY  EXPORTS 
MORE  TOBACCO 

Paraguay's  exports  of  tobacco  (leaf  and  products)  during  the  first 
half  of  1962  totaled  5  million  pounds.    This  figure  is  up  23  percent  from 
the  k  million  shipped  in  January-June  I96I  and  almost  equal  to  calendar 
year  1959  shipments  of  5*2  million.    The  average  export  value  per  pound 
was  equivalent  to  11.2  cents,  compared  with  11.8  cents  for  the  first  6 
months  last  year. 

SWEDISH  CIGARETTE  SALES 
CONTINUE  TO  RISE 

Cigarette  sales  in  Sweden  continued  upward  through  the  first  half  of 
I962.  Total  sales  amounted  to  3*587  million  pieces,  or  h  percent  greater 
than  the  3*^9  million  sold  during  January- June  1961. 

HONG  KONG'S  TOBACCO 
IMPORTS  UP 

Hong  Kong's  imports  of  unmanufactured  tobacco  during  the  first  half 
of  I962  totaled  9  million  pounds,  compared  with  6.3  million  for  the  comparable 
period  last  year. 

Imports  from  the  United  States,  at  3»6  million  pounds,  were  20  per- 
cent greater  than  the  January-June  I96I  level  of  3  million  pounds.  Takings 
from  the  Rhodesias-Nyasaland  rose  to  3*5  million  from  2.1  million  during 
the  first  6  months  last  year.    Other  suppliers  included  India  .k-  million 
pounds,  Republic  of  South  Africa  .3  million,  Mainland  China  ,k  million, 
Mozambique  .2  million,  and  Japan  .1  million. 

SUDAN  IMPORTING 
MORE  CIGARETTES 

Sudan's  imports  of  cigarettes  during  I96I  turned  upward  after  showing 
a  downward  trend  since  the  early  1950's.    Imports  last  year  amounted  to 
1.2  million  pounds,  compared  with  1.1  million  in  i960.    The  United  Kingdom 
continues  to  be  the  principal  supplier  accounting  for  practically  all  of 
Sudan's  cigarette  imports. 
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SIERRE  LEONE ' S  TOBACCO 
IMPORTS  DOWN 

Sierra  Leone* s  imports  of  unmanufactured  tobacco  during  1961  totaled 
1.5  million  pounds,  compared  with  1.9  million  in  i960,  and  the  1955-59 
annual  average  of  1.7  million.    Nyasaland  continues  to  be  the  principal 
supplier.    Imports  from  the  United  States  last  year  amounted  to  less  than 
3,000  pounds. 

Sierra  Leone's  imports  of  cigarettes  continued  downward  through  I96I. 
Imports  last  year  totaled  205,000  pounds,  compared  with  372,000  in  i960, 
and  the  1955-59  annual  average  of  552,000. 

The  United  Kingdom  continues  to  be  the  principal  supplier,  but  takings 
from  the  United  States  are  rising.    Imports  from  the  United  States  last 
year  totaled  23,000  pounds  compared  with  19,000  pounds  in  i960. 

CANADA'S  1962  TOBACCO 
HARVEST  REDUCED 

Recent  estimates  now  place  the  I962  Canadian  tobacco  harvest  at  about 
193  million  pounds,  compared  with  an  earlier  forecast  of  20^  million. 
(See  Tobacco  Production  Up  In  Last  Half  of  1962,  FT  11-62.)    The  reduction 
from  the  earlier  estimate  is  attributed  to  smaller  planted  acreage  and 
lower  yields.    The  decline  in  yield  was  the  result  of  hail  and  some  frost 
damage . 

The  1962  flue -cured  harvest  is  now  tentatively  placed  at  about  l8l 
million  pounds,  compared  with  the  I96I  harvest  of  195 million.  Harvested 
acreage  is  placed  at  122,380  acres — down  k  percent  from  the  127,889  acres 
last  season. 

Current  estimates  now  place  the  1962  burley  harvest  at  7  million 
pounds  from  ^,569  acres,  compared  with  6.5  million  pounds  from  3,68l  acres 
last  year.    Burley  growers  planted  only  51  percent  of  their  allotted  acreage 
this  season  due  to  increased  competition  from  other  crops,  such  as  tomatoes 
and  peaches.    A  larger  crop  was  forecast  earlier  in  the  season,  but  Etch 
Virus  disease  reduced  yields.    The  disease  was  reportedly  more  prevalent 
this  season  than  in  previous  years. 

Smaller  harvests  of  dark,  cigar,  and  pipe  tobaccos  are  expected 
because  of  reduced  plantings.    More  profitable  returns  from  competing 
crops  is  reportedly  the  reason  for  the  cutback  in  planted  acreages. 

U.K.  LARD  IMPORTS  UP 
IN  FIRST  9  MONTHS 

Imports  of  lard  into  the  United  Kingdom  during  the  first  9  months  of 
I962  totaled  331  million  pounds,  up  23  percent  from  the  270  million  imported 
in  the  same  period  last  year. 

Imports  in  September  ho+.aled  21  million  pounds,  down  sharply  from  the 
50  million  pound R  nrrrporbed.  in  August. 
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The  United  States  continued  to  be  the  major  supplier  contributing  78 
percent  of  the  total  for  the  year  thus  far.    France  remained  the  second 
leading  supplier  with  5»5  percent  of  the  market,  followed  closely  by 
Belgium,  Poland,  and  Denmark,  each  supplying  just  over  k  percent  of  the 
market .

SEPTEMBER  EXPORTS  UP  FOR  LARD,  CATTLE  HIDES; 
DOWN  FOR  TALLOW,  VARIETY  MEATS  AND  MOHAIR 

Lard  exports  in  September  were  5^-  percent  above  September  1961  and 
remained  10  percent  ahead  for  the  year    as  a  whole.    Increased  shipments 
to  the  United  Kingdom  accounted  for  the  increase. 

Tallow  exports  trailed  last  year  for  the  month  and  for  the  whole  year 
to  date.    Shipments  to  Europe  have  held  up  well  while  those  to  Japan  and 
Russia  are  well  below  last  year. 

Exports  of  red  meats  in  September  were  one-third  below  September  1961 
and  for  the  first  9  months  were  12  percent  behind  I96I.    Variety  meat 
exports  were  10  percent  lower  for  September  but  only  3  percent  behind  1961 
for  the  9_I!icinth  period. 

Hog  casing  shipments  for  the  year  as  a  whole  remained  one-fifth  larger 
after  9  months,  although  exports  for  September  were  5  percent  below 
September  1961.

EL  SALVADOR  LIFTS  IMPORT 
RESTRICTION  ON  NONFAT  DRY  MILK 

El  Salvador* s  Minister  of  Economy  has  ruled  that  imports  of  nonfat 
dry  milk  and  other  dry  milk  products  of  less  than  22  percent  butterfat 
may  once  again  be  imported  and  distributed  by  entities  other  than  the 
Government  Food  Stabilization  Institute  (IRA).    This  reportedly  sets  aside 
the  Executive  Decree  issued  on  June  27,  19^2,  which  made  IRA  the  sole 
importer  of  nonfat  dry  milk  and  other  dry  milk  products. 
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SWITZERLAND  INCREASES 
PRODUCER  MILK  PRICES 

Effective  November  1,  the  Swiss  Federal  Council  increased  the 
basic  producer  milk  price  by  .^6  cent  (from  9«87  to  10.33  cents)  per  quart. 
This  price  increase  will  be  carried  "by  the  consumer.    Prices  for  certain 
milk  products  such  as  condensed  milk,  milk  powder,  and  some  cheese  will 
also  go  up.    However,  prices  will  not  be  raised  for  commodities  such  as 
fresh  butter  and  various  kinds  of  soft  cheese,  whose  sales  might  be 
affected  adversely  by  a  price  increase.    Export  prices  will  remain  unchanged. 
In  order  to  sustain  present  export  prices,  the  government  will  pay  some 
$k.6  million  annually  out  of  federal  funds. 

ISRAEL  MAY  BUILD 
A  DRY  MILK  PLANT 

A  committee  representing  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  dairy  pro- 
cessors was  recently  nominated  to  investigate  the  profitability  of  build- 
ing a  dry  milk  plant  in  Israel.    The  purpose  of  this  plant  would  be  two- 
fold:    to  dispose  of  seasonal  milk  surpluses  and  to  solve  seasonal 
shortages. 

The  nomination  of  this  committee  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  the 
plan  will  be  carried  out,  although  farmers  and  the  principal  dairy  pro- 
cessing organization  in  Israel  are  urging  the  Government  to  approve  the 
plan. 

WORLD  CINNAMON 
TRADE  UP 

World  exports  of  cinnamon  during  1961  amounted  to  9  million  pounds, 
compared  with  8.1  million  the  previous  year. 

Shipments  from  Ceylon,  the  world's  largest  producer,  totaled  6.8 
million  pounds,  and  exports  from  Seychelles  amounted  to  2.2  million. 
Ceylon  and  Seychelles  account  for  nearly  all  of  the  cinnamon  entering 
into  commerce. 

The  United  States  imported  877  .>  000  pounds  of  the  spice  during  1961 
and  570,000  in  i960. 

1961-62  ZANZIBAR  CLOVE  CROP 
TOTALS  33.^  MILLION  POUNDS 

Clove  arrivals  from  Zanzibar  and  Pemba  for  the  crop  year  July  1961  - 
June  1962  amounted  to  33 »k  million  pounds,  compared  with  14.3  million  the 
previous  season.    The  quality  of  a  large  part  of  the  crop  was  affected  by 
heavy  rain  during  October-November  I96I,  making  it  suitable  only  for 
distillation. 
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JAPAN  MAKES  NEW 
SUGAR  TRADE  PLANS 

The  Government  of  Japan  is  currently  studying  means  of  obtaining 
sugar  at  lower  prices  either  by  subsidy  or  trade  liberalization. 

According  to  a  Ministerial  Conference  of  October  23,  a  new  basic 
sugar  policy  of  the  Agriculture -Forestry  Ministry  calls  for  the  encourage- 
ment of  domestic  beet  sugar  production.    Other  steps  to  be  taken  in  this 
policy  include  (l)  a  subsidy  of  6,2+00  yen  ($18)  per  ton  on  raw  starch 
imports  by  dextrose  manufacturers,  (2)  improvements  in  the  cane  sugar 
refining  industry  for  greater  efficiency  largely  through  the  merger  of 
companies,  and  (3)  liberalization  of  the  imports  of  raw  sugar  by  October 
1963  at  the  latest. 

In  order  to  suspend  the  import  of  refined  sugar  the  present  tariff 
of  63.5  yen  per  kilogram  (8  cents  per  pound)  will  be  boosted  by  about  20 
percent.    This  will  promote  imports  of  raw  cane  sugar.    The  existing 
consumption  tax  is  to  be  converted  to  a  tariff,  and  the  domestic  price 
is  expected  to  be  reduced  by  about  6  percent. 

Domestic  production  is  to  be  encouraged  by  means  of  a  price  support 
program  and  government  purchases  when  the  price  falls  below  the  support 
level.    Overall  measures  for  the  attainment  of  self-sufficiency  in  sweets 
resources  is  intended  to  reach  an  output  of  one-half  of  the  total  demand 
for  sugar  by  fiscal  1968.    In  this  connection  the  government  plans  to 
spend  27  billion  yen  ($75  million)  in  the  development  of  the  beet  sugar 
industry  in  Hokkaido  over  the  next  8  years. 

Japan  is  one  of  the  largest  importers  of  sugar  on  the  so-called 
"free  world  market."    Imports  of  close  to  1.5  million  tons  in  1962  account 
for  88  percent  of  total  domestic  consumption.    This  trade  is  important  to 
exporters  the  world  over. 

NICARAGUA  SIGNS 
COFFEE  AGREEMENT 

Nicaragua  recently  signed  the  new  long-term  International  Coffee 
Agreement  and  brought  to  20  the  number  of  exporting  coffee  countries  which 
have  accepted  the  pact. 

Exporting  countries  which  have  indicated  that  they  will  seek  ratifi- 
cation or  acceptance  represent  79«8  percent  of  world  exports  during  1961. 
The  agreement  will  become  effective  when  20  governments  representing  at 
least  80  percent  of  total  exports  in  I96I  and  10  governments  representing 
at  least  80  percent  of  world  imports  in  the  same  year  have  deposited 
instruments  of  ratification  or  acceptance. 

ARGENTINE  GRAIN  EXPORTS  UP 

Argentine  grain  exports  during  the  first  quarter  of  1962-63  totaled 
1.7  million  metric  tons,  compared  with  1.1  million  during  July-September 
1961.

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Wheat  exports  at  W-0,000  tons  were  almost  triple  those  of  a  year 
earlier.  Shipments  to  Brazil  increased  "by  111,000  tons,  while  98,000 
tons  were  exported  to  China  compared  to  none  the  previous  season. 

Larger  quantities  of  wheat  also  went  to  Peru,  the  Netherlands,  and 
the  United  Kingdom.    In  contrast,  shipments  to  Paraguay  and  West  Germany 
were  down. 

Shipments  of  corn  accounted  for  65  percent  of  the  total  grains  ex- 
ported during  July-September  I962,  and  were  52  percent  larger  than  during 
the  same  period  in  1961.    Larger  shipments  to  Italy  and  China  accounted 
for  most  of  the  increase.    More  corn  was  also  exported  to  Belgium- 
Luxembourg  and  the  United  Kingdom,  but  less  went  to  West  Germany  and  Japan. 

Although  Argentine  exports  of  sorghums  had  expanded  in  recent  years, 
shipments  during  July -Sept ember  I962  were  below  the  previous  season. 
Most  of  these  grains  went  to  Europe  in  both  3-month  periods. 

Shipments  of  the  other  grains  are  insignificant.    Exports  of  oats 
and  barley  were  larger  during  the  first  quarter  of  1962-63,  while  shipments 
of  rye  were  off. 

JAPAN  RAISES  CONSUMER 
PRICE  OF  RICE 

On  November  2,  Japan  raised  the  official  price  of  ordinary-grade 
ration  rice  to  consumers  12  percent.    The  new  national  average  price, 
effective  December  1,  will  be  95«5  yen  per  kilogram  (12  cents  per  pound), 
compared  with  the  present  national  average  of  85  yen  per  kilogram  (10.7 
cents  per  pound) . 

The  ration  prices  of  ordinary  and  low-grade  rice  had  not  been 
changed  since  October  1957*    A  price  increase  for  low-grade  rice  has  not 
yet  been  enacted  upon.    The  price  is  now  77  yen  per  kilogram  (9»7  cents 
per  pound) .    The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  is  considering  establishing  a 
new  superior-grade  category,  for  which  a  price  would  be  set  somewhat  above 
that  of  ordinary  rice. 

In  an  official  release  of  November  5,  "the  1962  rice  crop  was  esti- 
mated at  a  record  l6,363,7°0  metric  tons  of  rough  rice.    This  estimate, 
based  on  October  15  conditions,  is  290,000  tons  more  than  the  previous 
record  crop  of  i960. 

INDONESIAN  EXPORTS  OF  COPRA,  PALM 
OIL,  AND  PALM  KERNELS  LOW  IN  JULY 

Indonesia  exported  ^-,875  long  tons  of  copra  in  July.    While  this  was 
more  than  the  3,8li+  tons  shipped  in  June,  it  was  but  a  small  fraction  of 
the  28,905  tons  exported  in  July  I96I.    Moreover,  cumulative  exports 
during  January- July  totaled  only  k^,,66k  tons — about  one -third  of  the 
120, 66^4-  tons  shipped  during  January-July  I96I.

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Palm  kernel  exports  were  2,963  short  tons  in  July  as  compared  to 
3,230  tons  in  June,  and  2, k^6  in  July  I96I.    During  the  January-July 
period  registered  exports  amounted  to  19,196  tons --12  percent  more  than 
in  the  corresponding  7  months  of  1961. 

MAINLAND  CHINA  SELLS 
MORE  SOYBEANS 

On  November  15,  trade  sources  reported  the  sale  by  Mainland  China  of 
32,000  tons  (1.2  million  bushels)  of  soybeans,  of  which  22,000  tons  (0.8 
million  bushels)  were  sold  to  Europe.    The  destination  of  the  remainder 
was  undisclosed. 

This  is  in  addition  to  the  60,000-70,000  metric  ton  (2.2-2.6  million 
bushels)  which  Mainland  China  reportedly  sold  to  Japan  at  the  Canton  Fair 
(Foreign  Crops  and  Markets,  November  19,  1962) . 

The  European  prices  per  metric  ton  for  these  transactions  were: 
L36.5.O  Rotterdam  and  L36.7.6  Hamburg  ($2.76  and  $2.77  per  bushel), 
respectively. 

Current  unofficial  trade  reports  indicate  that  Mainland  China  will 
have  about  220,000  tons  (8.1  million  bushels)  of  soybeans  available  for 
export  to  Japan  during  the  current  year.    This  indicates  a  sharp  decline 
from  the  390,000  tons  (1^.3  million  bushels)  estimated  earlier  by  un- 
official sources,  according  to  a  trade  publication.    China  exported  about 
6  million  bushels  of  soybeans  to  Japan  from  the  1961  crop. 

ARGENTINE  FLAXSEED  ACREAGE 
REVISED  UPWARD 

The  third  official  estimate  of  Argentina's  1962-63  flaxseed  sowings 
is  3>533>530  acres,  up  slightly  from  earlier  estimates  and  almost  10  per- 
cent larger  than  area  seeded  in  1961-62.    Practically  all  of  the  increase 
from  last  year  occurred  in  Entre  Rios  and  Santa  Fe  Provinces. 

Growing  conditions  have  been  excellent.    Assuming  losses  and  yields 
similar  to  last  year,  flaxseed  output  probably  will  be  about  35  million 
bushels.    Trade  estimates  range  up  to  39  million  bushels. 

Argentina's  196I-62  crop  was  32.2  million  bushels  from  3.2  million 
planted  and  2.8  million  harvested  acres. 


ACTIVITY  TO  HOLD  UP  IN 
SWEDISH  COTTON  INDUSTRY 

Cotton  imports  and  consumption  in  Sweden  in  I962-63  are  expected  to 
be  maintained  at  rates  close  to  those  of  I96I-62. 
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Cotton  imports  in  I96I-62  totaled  125,000  bales  ( 500  pounds  gross), 
down  from  128,000  a  year  earlier.    The  United  States  is  by  far  the 
largest  source  of  Sweden's  cotton  imports,  although  the  U.S.  share 
showed  some  decrease  in  I96I-62.    This  country  supplied  106,000  bales 
or  85  percent  of  Sweden's  total  imports  last  season,  against  115,000 
bales  or  90  percent  in  I96O-61.    Quantities  obtained  from  principal 
sources  other  than  the  United  States  in  I96I-62,  with  comparable 
1960-61  figures  in  parentheses,  were:    Brazil  8,000  bales  (6,000); 
Peru  3,000  (3,000);  Mexico  2,000  (362);  and  Iran  1,000  ( 1,000). 

Consumption  last  season  of  123,000  bales  was  fractionally  below 
the  130,000  used  in  1960-61.    The  easing  in  1961-62  reflected  some 
slackening  of  demand  for  cotton  textiles  and  increased  competition 
from  manmade  fibers  both  at  home  and  in  export  markets.    Last  season, 
processing  of  manmade  fibers  exceeded  raw  cotton  in  Swedish  textile 
mills . 

Stocks  are  not  expected  to  change  much  this  season  from  the  7^,000 
bales  on  hand  August  1,  I962. 


TANGANYIKA  GROWS 
MORE  COTTON 

Cotton  production  in  Tanganyika  is  expected  to  reach  about  160,000 
bales  (500  pounds  gross)  this  season. 

This  is  15  percent  more  than  the  139^000  bales  grown  in  I96I-62, 
when  unfavorable  weather  over  much  of  the  growing  area  adversely  affected 
the  crop.    Although  production  in  recent  years  has  fallen  below  the 
1959-60  record  of  168,000  bales,  a  number  of  measures  have  been  taken 
to  encourage  plantings  and  to  improve  processing  and  marketing  facilities. 

Acreage  devoted  to  cotton  this  season  is  about  equal  to  the  1961-62 
figure  of  U75,000  acres,  but  is  well  above  the  previous  5-year  average 
of  ^-35>000.    Just  10  years  ago,  Tanganyika  planted  less  than  200,000 
acres  to  cotton. 

About  90  percent  of  Tanganyika's  cotton  is  produced  near  the  south 
and  southeastern  shores  of  Lake  Victoria  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
country.    The  crop  is  grown  on  small  land  holdings  and  is  generally  sold 
unginned  for  cash  to  local  cooperatives.    These  cooperatives  assemble 
the  small  lots  and  forward  the  cotton  to  gins  for  processing.    The  baled 
cotton  is  then  transferred  to  the  Lint  and  Seed  Marketing  Board,  which 
sells  the  cotton. 
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COTTON  --  (Continued  from  page  15 ) 

Most  cotton  grown  in  Tanganyika  is  American  upland  type.  The 
quality  is  generally  relatively  high,  with  the  hulk  of  the  crop  falling 
between  l-l/l6  inches  and  I-3/16  inches  in  staple  length.    Planting  seed 
is  issued  free  each  year  to  producers  by  the  Cotton  Board.    In  June  1962, 
the  Minister  of  Agriculture  informed  Parliament  that  all  gins  are  to  be 
taken  over  by  cooperative  societies.    The  change  is  to  extend  over 
several  years,  and  the  present  owners  of  the  gins  are  to  be  reimbursed. 

Practically  all  of  Tanganyika's  cotton  is  exported.  Principal 

receivers  usually  are  Hong  Kong,  West  Germany,  and  Japan,  with  smaller 

shipments  going  to  the  Netherlands,  India,  the  United  Kingdom,  South 
Africa,  and  Ceylon. 
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
